1883, At the request of the body, Elder J. W. Lipsey preached the in- 
troductory sermon, text 1 John, 4: 10. On motion of Elder E.D. Miller 
Elder EB. W. Henderson was made Moderator pro tem, by acclamation.— 
Brethren L. F. Rainwater and W. M. Farmer were appointed Reading 
Clerks, 


After the reading of the letters, on motion the Association went into 
permenant organization, Brethren Ray and Farmer were appointed tel- 
lers. Pending the result of the election, committee on hospitalities 
made announcements. The result of the election as announced by the 
tellers, showed Elder E. D,-Miller of Holly Springs, to be the choice of 
the body for Moderator and W. D. Howze Clerk. The Moderator in a 
few words thanked the body for their kindness and confidence in select- 
ing him as presiding officer, Adjourned until 2:30, p, a4. 


Present and presi- 
ding, Elder E. D. Miller, Moderator, On the call for petitionary letters, 
Pleasant Hill and Union Grove responded, These churches, showing by 
their letters that they had adopted the articles of Faith of this Associa- 
tion were received and the Kand of fellowship extended the Messengers, 
by the Moderator. Visiting brethren were invited to seats on the floor. 
Accepted by Elder J. W. Lipsey. A similar invitation was given to 
brethren representing bodies in this State. having in view the welfare of 
the cause of Christ.

While our hearts were made glad in listening to such reports from 
the churches, we were at the same time made sad, when we learned from 
the same source, that 80 few of the churches are actively engaged in the 
great work of spreading the glorious gospel, of the blessed God, among 
the benighted nations of earth.. We are notalways to judge of the true 
Spiritual condition of a church, from the number of members received 
during a certain period of time. Nor ot the number of members belong- 
ing to any church. Jt ig possible for a charch to have a large number of 
members, with frequent additions there-unto, yet, at the same time, be 
in @ very unhealthy condition, iritually. The history of Sardis. and 
the church at Laodicea, afford striking illustrations of the truth of what 
We State. Our dear Lord, foresaw and forewarms us of this evil in the 
churches, when he says, “Many I say to you will come to mein that day 
saying, Lord, Lord, have we hot prophesied in thy name, and in thy 
name have cast out devils? and in tny name done many wonderful 
works?” We often fear that some of our pastors are so eager to swell 
the numbers in their churches, that the proper care is not exercised in 
receiving candidates for baptism. The efficiency of a church for doing 
good in the world, depends more upon the character than the number of 
ts members, We Y no means consider a church in a healthy, revived 
condition, it matters not how large the addition to its membership may

All of $50,000 has been raised upon the various fields occupied by 
Missionaries and expended in meeting current expenses and for other 
religious purposes, and not included in the first items, so that fully $135, 
015.82 have been raised either directly or indirectly by the Board and its 
Missionaries,

In writing of Baptist church polity it is difficult to adhere strictly to 
the idea of constitution, and government, without embracin doctrines, 
as the two are so often interlocked, that it is almost impossible to treat 
of them separately, and more, in the narrow limits of an article such as 
this must be, neither can be considered, except in a general way. It is 
claimed that the Baptist churches, in the constitution and frame work of 
their government, are formed exactly upon the model of the church at 
Jeruselam, set up by Christ himself, and those established by his Apos- 
tle after his assension, and if this can be shown, then it follow conclusive- 
ly, that they are the only churches of Christ in existence, as nu others 
are formed on that plan. A great many, not Baptist, deny that Christ 
had any organized ¢ urch on earth before his crucifiction, but such deni- 
al amounts to nothing when confronted with the most overwhelming 
proot that there was such a church. 


It is written of John the Baptist that he came to make ready a peo- 
le prepared for the Lord, Luke Piz. Prepared for what? Bridentl eo 
organized into a church, since it is through and by the churches that 
the Gospel is to be reached to all nations, for the great commission it- 
self was given to the church. John the Baptist soon after the com- 
mencement of his ministry, said; “Repent ye, for the kingdom of heaven 
is at hand,” Mat. 3: 2. To make this testimony more sure, Christ said 
“From the days of John the Baptist until now the kingdom of heaven suf- 
fereth violence, Mat. 11:12 The kingdom of Christ could not suffer 
Violence until it was in existance. This is too plain to need argument, or 
explanation, Moreover, Christ in laying down the law for the disposition 
of personal offences, =< the offended as a last resort, to “tell i 
the church.” How could this be done if there was no church, to tell it 
to? And then to whom were the “three thousand” added on the day of 
Pentecost, but to the church at Jerusalem, formed by Christ himself, for 
It 18 written of that same notable occasion; “And the Lord added to 
the church dasly such as should be be saved,” Acts 2: 47. 


Luke afterward Writes about this same Jerusalem church, “And at 
the time there Wasa great persecution against the church which was at Je- 
rusalem.” Acts 8 ‘1, It is plain therefore, that there was a church in ex- 
istance before the crucifiction of Christ, and it is equally plain, that the 
materials of which it was composed, the materials preparad by John the 

ptist, were collected together by our Saviour and formed into “the 
church at Jerusalem,” for there is not the slightest intimation in the 
ew Sestament that it was ever done by any other than Christ himself. 

It has been objected that the organ; tion set up, was spoken of by 
John and Christ as “the kingdom of see and could not therefore be 
* kingdom and a church at the same time. The objection however, is of 
m force as Christ used the words church and kingdom interchangeably. 

© kingdom of Christ is composed of his churches, and as there was but 
the one church at Jerusalem, at that time, that one church constituted 
-¢ Kingdom. his is established by the fact that there was a visable 
kin om set up, established, and that Christ has no visible organization 
or Organizations except his churches, and the Apostles always addressed
